Paris, Oct 6.—Twenty-three bodies 


of persons who lost their lives in the 
rear-end 
collision of two suburban 


passenger trains in the half-mile tun- 
nel leading into the St. Lazair. railway 
station yesterday afternoon, had been 
recovered 
from 
the 
smouldering 


wreckage this afternoon 


Seventeen coaches caught fire after 


the wreck and firemen, almost help- 
less, cut a hole through the pavement 
of Rue De Rome, hoping to create an 
upward draft in order to allow the 
smcke and gas to escape. Both trains 
.were filled with commuters homeward 
bound and authorities feared that a 
greater loss of life would be recorded 
when all bodies have uoen recovered. 


The crash occurred when the 5:52 


train for 
thp suburb Ljklary-le-Roy 


crashed into the rear *m of' a train 
from Versailles, which left four min- 
utes earlier on the same track, but 
which stopped inside the- tunnel. Cries 
for help and moans weie audible at 
both ends of the long iunnel after the 
wreck. 


The fire, it is said, was started by 


explosions of small illuminating gas 
tanks in the coaches of the telescoped 
train. 
The train for Versailles had 


stopped to repair a broken coupling. 


Paris. Oct. 6.—Reports received by 


the authorities of the loss of life in 
yesterday's,collision between two sul- 
urban trains in the tunnel leading to 
the St Lazare railroad station showed 
that up to the present 17 persons are 
dead. Of these 15 were killed or burn- 
ed to death in the car which caugh'. 
fire following the collision and two 
died in hospitals. Newspaper reports 
indicated thut about 100 were injured.

NOW IT CAN BE TOLD 


A curious sidelight on the fears and dreads 


and dangers of England in the early days of the 
war came out of London on the eve of the return 
of the railways to private ownership. 


The war office was so firmly convinced for a 


long time that the Germans would invade Eng- 
land by Zeppelin or carrier planes that it insisted 
on keeping 100 trains in constant readiness to 
move troops to meet the attack, Day and night, 
locomotives, steam up and coupled to the trains, 
were in instant readiness. 


It was generally understood that England feared 


an invasion from across the channel, particularly 
after the light cruiser raids and the Whitby and 


: Hartlepool shelling. But the war office near panic 
went unguessed, at least, outside of England. This 
late di&losure helps to explain why England did 
not place a larger force on the west front prior 
to 1916. 


England slashed a great deal of landscape along 


the channel and the North sea with trenches and 
other defensive works. 
This was known, of 


course, but it was regarded as more of a precau- 
tion against a remote possibility than as a defense 
'against probable invasion. It now appears that 
these trenches were not dug as "practise work" 
for pioneer battalions. 


This is another of the many war secrets, zeal- 


ously hidden for years, now coming to light. It 
emphasizes the English fear, centuries old, of 
what may come from across the channel. It em- 
phasizes also some of the reasons why the Eng- 
lishman so willingly pays for the great warships 
of the Empire.—Philadelphia Public Ledger.
